MaMTUie THE ATLANTIC. 


An Eastern exchange ssys at the rate 


of progress which is being made in nav- 
igation, the Atlantic is in danger of 
being s*ade a mere ferry in spite of Old 
Heptane. Various projects hare been 
agitate* for reducing time. Early in the 
Spring a great deal was heard ef the 
proposed line of steamers to ran between 
the eastern end «f Long Island and Mil- 
iord Haven ia Wales, and Congress was 
asked to aid the enterprise with subsidy. 
"With the help of the Long Island rail- 
road and a railway line between Milford 
Haven and the British metropolis, it 
was calculated that the distance between 
New York and London oomld be trav- 
elled in a week er even less. We have 
not heard of the project lately, and it 
utay have been given a rest. Bnt there 
is just now a similar scheme on foot far- 
ther up the Atlantic coast. It contem- 
plates a line of ten fast steamships to 
sail between the nearest ports of New- 
f omndlsnd and Ireland, the distance be- 
being about 1700 miles. It is estimated 
that by the help of a fast passenger 
train across Newfoundland and connect- 
ing with the mainland by a fast packet, 
•the distance to Europe oan be shortened 
at least forty-eight hoars. The com- 
pany organized to construct tke trans- 
inland railroad has been granted 5,000 
acres of selected land for every mile of 
road built and a complete monopoly for 
forty-five years, including exemption of 
all important material from tariff dues 
or taxation on the line. It is stated 
that tha government of Newfoundland 
is ready to indorse the 
company's 


r~bw><U for $3,000,000,000 if the electors 


to be voted for maxt Fall do not object. 
Of coarse, the project is all in the fu- 
ture, so to speak, but it IB significant of 
the spirit of the times and the thought 
that is given to the great object of anni- 
hilating time and space. But whether 
either ef the projects is carried out or 
not, it smast be admitted that the cross- 
ing of the Atlantic in a few hours over 
a Wjk, as has several times been done 


••by steamships sailing out of or into 


r±<ew York harbor, is a very pretty anc 
gratifying achievement. It is predicted 
that the same vessels will reduce the 
time several hours below a week before 
the close of the season. As people are 
crossing by the 20,000 and 39,000 every 
week without accident, it is evident tha 
safety to human life increases with 
speed.

:eep out the moths, bat that it will 
vsn destroy the grab. But this is not 
ore, so take care that there are no 
oth films or white specks upon the gar- 
ents yon have put away, and yoa stay 
af ely trust the tar and paper to keep 
them out. The mest delicate white 
woolens and furs can be laid avay with- 
ut any protection, as the tar does not 
rub off.

technical education are panned, and 
hese are perhaps best represented by 
he Sheffield Scientific School at New 
Haven, Conn, the Free Institute of I»- 
dustrial Science at Worcester, Mass., 
and the Stevens Institute at Hoboken, 
H. J. The Sheffield system is describ- 
ed as one of purely imtellectaal training 
n those sciences that will enable its 
alumni to meet and solve any problem 
n engineering which they are likely te 
encomnter in practical bfe. No syste- 
matical manipulation is employed there 
outside the laboratories, and no educa- 
tion is given to the hand except in draw- 
ag, though theoretical construction, 
with all knowledge of forces and their 
application, aid ef the strength and em- 
;>loymnt of materials, is very carefully 
ttttignt. The system used at Hoboken 
adds to the mental training so ranch 
manipulation as gives the student aa 
idea ef the use of tools, but no article is 
finished. There is a machine shop at- 
tached to the institute, and handicraft 
is taught by a superintendent, who. is a 
skilled workman. The Worcester sys- 
tem differs in some respects from both 
•f tk« above, in combining mental train 
ing with practical instruction, in a regu 
tar machine shep, where all the articles 
manufactured are for sale, aud nothing 
is allowed to leave the shop that is no 
of the very highest grade of workman 
ship. The Worcester school gives in 
struction in free-hand drawing, while 
the training in the school shops is in 
practical mechanics, and in an atmos- 
phere of real business, where every ar 
tide turned out is of the highest stand 
ard of workmanship.—Ex.

EDITOB JOPBNAI.:— It was not without 


* pang of regret that on the 16th nit. we 
left otur old home at Beno to east our 
fortunes in a strange country for better 
or worse,, and itrange emotions filled 
my breast when I shut the gate for the 
last time, but there wai not much time 
to think. Gathering my family together 
we harried to the depot waiting for tke 
train that was to bear us away; the 
whittle blows, many hearty hand shakes 
from true and tried friends, hurried 
"good byss," and Beno has passed from 
our view. 
To-day after two weeks of 


constant change and travel we are onee 
more "at home," and enjoy this Sab- 
bath day, not beneath a vine and fig 
tree but in the shade of a magnificent 
old oak with branches large and long 
enough to shade a quarter acre of 
ground, and one feels as if "childhood's 
days" had once more returned, for the 
'oliage of this country remind ns of our 
youthful days. The journey hither was 
not very eventful, but very pleasant, to 
me especially, for, on account of being 
;he head of so {numerous a family, rail- 
road conductors, brakesmen and porters 
alike were very kind and cortld not 
do too much to render us eomfertable. 
They seemed to be wondering and even 
jealous to kaow why and how one man 
could or should be the possessor of BO 
much wealth. All yours sir? All mine. 
All? Yes sir! The man heaved a sigh, 
perhaps he never had any children, or 
perhaps he was sympathizing with me, 


crusty old bachelor, and I heard it 


ever whispered that I was from Salt 
Lake and had left on account of the 
Anti-Polygamy Law. However we ar- 
rived safely at the Buss House, where 
after registering and seeing all comfort- 
ably roomed 1 went and took a chair — 
and how refreshing it was thus te rest 
awhile. The next day brought us to 
Cloverdale, where "Uncle Nate" was 
awaiting our arrival with a spanking 
team and theronghbrace large enough 
te seat all comfortable. We take an 
early start, and soon are on the banks 
of the Russian river, driving through 
that wonderful canyon which is cer- 
tainly one of the loveliest rides in this 
State. The children begin to shout 
with delight, and we of mature years oc- 
casionally e»y Oh! and Oh!— like the 
boy in the gallery when the hero kisses 
his mistress at the end of the third act. 
The roads are in good condition and ex- 
tensively shaded — you seea te be con- 
tinually among the twisted and gnarled 
old oaks. Wild grape vines and ivy 
have climbed up the trees and fallen back 
in festoons and pendants twelve or 
fifteen feet covered with buds and blos- 
soms; the air is full of perfume; the time 
flies by unnoticed ae we pass country 
bomes almest covered with climbing 
roses and evergreens, and abeit 10 A. M.

From 
the article yon published to-day from 
the Lakeview Examiner it Appears that 
the acting directors are informing the 
Lake viewers that "the difficulties re- 
garding the settling of the claims against 
the Nevada and Oregon Bailroad Com- 
pany hare been overcome," and that 
;he "affairs of the company have all 
been satisfactorily adjusted." This is 
simply not true.
